Proclamation fay the Governor. 

Whkreaa, the following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 
invasion of the State and for other purposes. 

$ I . Be it enaoted by tke Genmrai Aeeembly of the 
OovunoHuealtk of Ker tucky, That as the soil ol 
tho State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forcee, acting under tbe authority of theso-oalled 
Co n federate S tatos, therefore, for the purpe se of re - 
polling said invasion the Governor of theState of 
Kentucky Jp hereby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forth with, calling out not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residects and oitieens cf Kentucky, 
between the ages of eighteen and'forty-five years, 
to be mustered into tbe servioe of this Common- 
wealth for any term of servioe not less than twelve 
months cor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered into servioe, unlee* sooner 
discharged. 

{ 2. That the Governor be, and he U hereby, 
authorised, in order to raise said foroe, to aooept 
of the servioee of any volunteer oompanies who 
shall, within three months from the date of hi* 
proolamation, tender their servioee; and he shall 
oommisslon for that purpose all offioera duly eleot- 
ed by the oompanies aforesaid, ceoeesary and pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

J 3. That all volunteer offioers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under tbe pro- 
visions of this set, shall be mastered into servioe, 
at *uch plaoes of rendetvou* in tbe Congressional 
Distriot in which they volunteer, as the General in 
the field shall appoint by bis orders, and when so 
mustered Into aorvioe shall be then and there 
entitled to reoeive in advance one month’s 
pay, to be taken and considered a* part of their 

i 5. That the Governor be also anthoriied to 
accept tbe servioee of fifteen hundred men, In ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and eoonts, and five hundred to be ueed as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the servioe unless his skllll and 
oapacity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as be may detail for that 
purpose: And provided, alto, That such persons 
shall receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

| 6. That each horseman for the servioe of bis 
horse shall reoeive five dollars per month; and in 
case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall be 
paid the value of the horse, not exoeediug one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

£ 7. That the commander in the field mayor 
gattite individuals who tender themselves into 
oompanies, sad such oompanies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, aud ragi 
meats, and permit them to eieol thoir offloers, who 
shall, when so elected, be osmmissioced by tbe 
Govornor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

J 8. That the Governor Is authorised to accept 
tbe services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tendered as sneb, and commission 
the officers elected by the squadrons, battalions, 
and regiment* so organired. Tbe election of offi- 
cers by any oompsny, battalion, squadron or reg 
iment, shall be superintended end conducted by 
any justice of the peace or Judge of the oounty 
oourt who may be called on for that purpose, and 
such Justice or judge ehall certify to* the military 
board the names of the offioers elected, and for 
what oSioe eeoh Is elected end thereupon aald 
board, if they approve tbe proceedings, shall oer- 
tify to the Governor the namse of the officers 
eleoted, and what offiee they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue oommiselont In 
ocnformlty to such certificate. 

f 9. That tbe oommanding General shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff offioers, 
and with such rank, as the inspector Geacral is 
empowered to appoint by tha 14tb section of tbe 
3d article of tbs act, entitled "an act for the bet- 
ter organlutlas of the Kentuoky militia,” ap- 
proved March 6, 1960; and he snail ha7* the au- 
thority oonferred on said Inspector General by 
the lUth, lllb, and I2tb sections of said article of 
said act. 

\ 10. Tbs troops raised under this not shall be 
organised into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades and divisions, end beve tbe same num- 
ber of officers for eaob squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and division, as are allowed in tbe 
army of the United States, and shall receive the 
same pay and rations as are allowed tbe troops of 
tbe United States of the same rank aod grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out ot 
tbe troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing lews. 

J 11. This act to be of foroe from its passage. 
Ha* this day been passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, the Governor’s objections thereto to tbe 
contrary notwithstanding, and Is therefore tbe law 
of the land. Now, therefore, I, do hereby issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding all offioere 
and citisene of this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements of said above recited act.

Received, That the Speaker appoint a commit- 
tee of ihreo, whose duty it sb ill bo to inquire in- 
to the propriety of purefca-ing the Kentucky Mil- 
itary Institute property, for the purp .se of using 
the sonde as a Lunatio Asylum, and report to this 
Uouse. 

Mr. SPA RKS offered the following reso 
lution, which was referred to the committee 

on the Jttdiciarv, viz:

Rceolved by the General Aeeembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That the Judiciary com- 
mittees be requested to make diiligent inquiry 
whether a law, in their opinion, can be made to 
allow each and every soldier, (who may be over 
twenty-one years of age,) on tbo 1st Monday in 
August, 1862, the right to vote forjudges, Ac., in 
the year 1862 and thereafter, outside of his or 
their respective precincts; to apply to all persons 
who may be soldiers from the State ot Kentucky; 
and to report by bill or otherwise to this Uouse. 

Mr. WHITE offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was referred to tbe committee on 
Education, viz : 

Whereas, it has been represented to this Gen- 
eral Assembly that the Eastern and Western Lu 
natic Asylums of this State have iusuffiei at ac- 
comodations for tbe lunatics of tbe Common- 
wealth — therefore. 

Be it received, That a committee of five mem- 
bers of this House be appointed to inquire into 
and report as to the expediency and propriety of 
oonveriiDg the Institute for Feeble-minded Chil- 
dren into a Luratio Asylum, to he called the Cen- 
tral Lunatio Asylum of Kentucky. 

Mr. ANDREWS offered the following res- 
olution, which was adopted, viz: 

| Rceolved by the Hove* of Repreeentativee, That 
the committee on Military Atlairs be requested, 
as the judgment of the House, to report at an 
early day, a bi 1 repealing an act, entitled, “on 
net for the better organisation of the militia," 
approved March 6th, I860; and that said commit- 
tee are furtb.r requested to report a bill reorgani- 
sing the Slate Militia. 

BILLS REPORTED. 

Mr J. W. ANDERSON— A bill for the 
benefit of loval citizens who have been in- 
jured by rebel soldiers: referred to tbs com- 
mittee on Revised Statute? 

Said bill is as follows, viz: 

Be it enacted by the General Aetembly of the Con - 
monwali* of Kentucky, J 1. That any perron 
who has or may be injured in his lands, boasts, 
goods, person, or the person of any member of 
bis family, by the so-called Confederate armies, 
or any person belonging or attached thereto, shall 
have his or her action against aii parsons heiong- 



wlticli are entitled to elections in tbe year 
1863, witli a proviso thereto: proviso adopt- 
ed. and resolution concurred in. 

Mr. ANDREWS— Judiciary — A bill for 
tlie henefit of J. T. Watson: passed 

Mr. HUSTON— Judiciary — A bill for tbe 
benefit of Ja6 A. Dinwiddie and Elizu, his 
wife: passed. 

Mr. RANKIN — Judiciary— A bill for the 
benefit of R T. Lindsey, sheriff of Harrison 
county: referred to the committee on Ways 
ami Means. 

Mr. CLAY — Agriculture and Manufac- 
tures — A bill for tbe protection of birds and 
other game. 

[Toe 4tb section prohibits fishing in 
streams not actually navigable, with seines, 
set-nets or drag-nets ] 

On motion the 4th section was stricken 
out. 

Mr. J. W. ANDERSON moved to exempt 
the counties of Knox, Laurel, Rockcastle, 
Whitley, Clay and Harlan from the provis- 
ions of the bill : adopted. 

Several other amendments were offered, 
and the bill and amendments were recom- 
mitted to the committee on Agriculture and 
Manufactures. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 

The House then took up the bill for the 
benefit of the Kentucky soldiers in the Fed- 
eral army. 

Said bill reads as follows : 

Whereas, Thu State of Kentucky now has many 
of her sons imperiling their live.- in tbe defense of 
the State and National Governments, who have 
left needy and helpless wives and children behind 
them; wherefore, to prevent advantage being ta- 
ken of them, and to prevent their estates be- 
ing sacrificed, and for the protection of them and 
their families. 

\ 1. Be it therefore enacted by the General Ae- 
eembly of the Commonwealth of Ken tacky, That 
sootions 136 and 137 of the Civil Code, shall not 
apply to aotions brought against olfioers or sol- 
diers in tbe Federal or State army, but the de- 
fense to actions prosecuted by ordinary proceed- 
ings against such defendants must be filed on tbe 
day they are set for trial, which, in tbe circuit 
court, will be the second term, commencing not 
less than ten days after the execution of the sum- 
mons; and in equity causes in tbn equity and cir- 
cuit courts, the thiid day of tbe second term, com- 
mencing not less than twenty days after the execu- 
tion of tbe summons; and in all actions in quarter- 
ly, police, and justices’ courts, on the day said ac- 
tions aro sot for trial, which will be the third 
teim, commencing not less than Zee days after the 
execution of tbe summons. 

§ 2. Actions mentioned in section 106 of the 
Civil Code, against a single defendant, who is an 
officer or soldier, or against mors thau one. all of 
whom are officers or soldiers io the Federal or State 
army, must bo brought in tbe county of tbe resi- 
dence of the family of ono of said defendants, or 
iu tbe cuuuty of the residence of one of said 
defeud&Dts at tbe time ho enlisted; provided he 
has no family in this State at the institution of 
the action. 

§ 1. in actions mentioned in title 10, chapter 
5th, of tbo Civil Code, brought on a rteurn of “no 
property found,” agdinstan officer or suldior in the 
Federal or State army, no lien as against said de- 
fendants or tbe garnishees or persons holding the 
pio] • ty sought to he aubjectid, shall be acquired 
on said property, or chose io action, until tbe exe- 
cution of the summons on said office: or aoidier. 

J 4. Limitation shall not run against any oaust 
of action against the officer or soldiers described 
herein daring 'be time this actiemains iu foice. 

I 6. Executions on judgment heretofore rtndei- 
ed, or hereafter to be rendered, io all courts in thi.- 
State, as to'all persons wbaiever, - hall be made re- 
turnable in not less than seventy and not more 
than one bandiedand twenty days. 

$ G. This act shall take effeo: from its passage, 
and shall remain la force only until the 1st day of 
January, 1893 ; and all acts iaecnsiiieut herewith 
are ie| euled. 

After some discussion, tlie’further consid- 
eration of tlie kill was postponed until Mon- 
day next, and made special order lor 11 
o'clock.

A House bill exempting soldiers in the 
Federal or State army from' paying county 
levy for the year 1862 

Mr. FINLEY offered a substitute for the 
hill exempting soldiers from paving county 
levy as long ns they may continue in the 
service of the United States; to enable the 
counties whose revenues are thus diminished 
to discharge their county obligations, duty 
of assessor to report to county judge tbe 
names of all persons exempt, and said coun- 
ties shall, to the extent thereof, be allowed 
a credit on the revenue payable into the 
State treasury. 

The hill and amendment was referred to 
the committee on Ways and Means, with in- 
structions to report tlie same on to-morrow 
at 11 o clock. 

A House bill to amend the Civil Code of 
Practice : laid on the table— yeao, 38 ; nays, 
32.

PUBLIC BINDER 

Tlie House then took up the bill creating 
the office of Public Binder, and repealing so 
much of article 1, of c.haptei'5, of the Revis 
ed Statutes, as authorizes the Auditor to 
make contracts for binding the public books, 
passed. 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

A Senate resolution calling on the Audi- 
tor for information. [Asking in wlmt way 
the contracts for paper for public use, public 
printing, public binding, were made; and 
.also what number of certain reports are 
printed :] passed. 

And then the House adjourned.

Proclamation By the Governor. 

Wiieeeas, the following aot of tbe General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, oor- 
dially approved by moon the 2uth instant, is the 
law of the land. I think proper, in the oxeroise of 
my executive duties, to make tbe same promptly 
known to tbe public, as I do hereby, and I do 
hereby oijoin ail citiiens and residents of this 
Slate to be obedient to all the requirements there- 
of, to the end that tue humane and noble pur- 
poses of the Legislature may Le faithfully effee- 
ted. The said act of the General Assembly is at 
follows : 

HeeoLeione providin'/ for the peace and quiet of 

thecitieene of thie Commonwealth. 

V bores:, The people of Kentuoky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and Mill cherish 
the hope that they may not be involved in tbe un- 
natural prevailing civil strife; that Kentucky is 
now, as alio ever has been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms of 
peaco and reconciliation alike honorable andjust 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and it is 
dosirable that tbe people in tbe mean time should 
act in harmony and beat peace among ibemselves, 
so that if they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far as possible, relieve and palisto its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

lleeolved by the General Aeeembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Ketitucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselve3 on aooouct of differences of 
political opinions; thut it is the duty of the people 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, ail the rights 
guaranteed to overy citizen by the constitution 
and laws of the lend; that all good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their lights of 
life, liberty, and property, against ail and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing them before the courts for trial. 

2. Reeoltted, That we, the Representatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of tbe foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend a liko observance by 
all the people of the State of Kentucky.

The Louisviiie Journnt on the President’* 

Message . 

The gentleman who wrote the articles for 
the Journal on the message is a critic and a 
fine writer. A mere critic often degenerates 
into a petty censor, and a fine writer often 
perverts the meaning of a passage in order 
to fling oft' a few well turned sentences of 
his own. The Journal, in its articles on 
the message, exhibits the qualities of a fault 
finder and a fine writer in the sense indica- 
ted. The few sentences of the message on 
which the Journal comments do not, as we 
will show, admit of the interpretation given 
But il the Journal desired to play fairly, anc 
not be a mere fault-finder, why did it no - 
give all that the President said upon the 
same subject. In the paragraph which fol- 
lows the words on which the Journal harp.- 
so loudly, the message says, “the inaugural 
address at the beginning of the administrs 
tion, and the message to Congress at the lati 
special session, were both mainly devoted to 
the domestic controversy out of which the 
insurrection and consequent war have 
sprung. Nothing new occurs to add or sub- 
tract to or (rom the principles or genera 
purposes stated and expressed in those docu- 
ments.” 

In this the reader is asked to look into 
those documents fora complete expose of the 
President's principles and purposes. The 
Journal lias approved those documents, bu 
for some unknown whim, or to play the crit 
ic and fine writer, the Journal omits U 
say anything about them in its recent criti 
cism. 

Unfortunately for the Journal, the articb 
in that paper of the 9th, does not confine it 
seif to criticism. It has undertaken to say 
what should have been the exact language 
of the President, and what is so said by tbe 
Journal may itself be tiiesnbject of criticisr.i 
Let us ses whether the few sentences e 
made for the President by the Journal, arc 
not greatly more offensive to conservatism 
than what the President did say. The Pres 
ident's language is that “we should not be i i 
baste to determine that radical and extremi 
measure, which may reach the loyal aswel 
as the disloyal, are indispensable." To tin 
fair mind it strikes us these are words o: 
warning; the language that of an equal to 
his equal ; a rebuke to those who would go 
too fur, and yet in a style so gentlemanly a? 
to he void of offense, though of suftioieni 
point and force to catch and fix the atten 
tion. The President has learned from tin- 
good book, and probably from a large expe 
rience, that “gentle words turn away wrath.’ 

The Journal insists that the Presidem 
should have said “radical and extreme 
measures, which involve the extinction oi 
the institutions of the South, can never U 
indispensable, for they also involve the ex- 
tinction of the Union itself.” Now the Jour- 
nal has taught ua. and we all believe, that 
constitutional liberty and Amercr.n nation- 
ality are involved in the Union of these States 
The language of tbe Journal, then, amounts 
to this: that freedom, constitutional liberty, 
the Union of these States and American na- 
tionality, de'pend upon slavery ; there is no 
interest of men in society that should be so 
carefully guarded as slavery ; destroy that, or 
even etty anything that looks like touching 
that institutioti, no matter if the great prin 
cipies of free suffrage and equal rights 
amongst white men are involved and liberty 
to be lost, the alarm bell must be rung, and 
great armies called upon, not to establish 
law and order — not in a legal and orderly 
form to save tbe government and society 



my- friends, are relugees from our homes, 
and are hunted likeso many wolves by blood- 
hounds, because we are loyal citizens to our 
government, and our government gives us 
no protection. NVe are aufferingin the most 
terrible manner, at the hands of marauding 
thieves and rebel robbers belonging to the 
rebel army at Hopkinsville. I cannot go 
into detail of the robberies committed in ray 
own section of country, but will give a ge:i 
eral view of the whole. There are but few 
loyal men in the county of Caldwell, as well 
as Crittenden, Lyon, Trigg and Hopkins, 
thfet have not been robbed or arrested, or, 
in someway, maltreated by these scoundrels 
Hundreds have had their horses and cattle, 
guns and amunition, taken from them, and 
then abused in a very severe and intolerable 
manner; besides, some have been killed 
These robbers have, also, taken thegroreries 
and provisions from many families, and left 
them helpless and penniless to beg or 3tarve 
as best they could. Thera are now no gro- 
ceries, no goods nor money, in our section oi 
the State. The people have some wheat 
and pork for market, but can't sell for mon- 
ey, because the money is not here. Besides, 
these rebe'a have gone round and taken the 
names of the loyal citizens / 'and counted their 
hogs, in order to take them as soon as fatted 
is this the way tbe government, both State 
nd Federal, would have loyal men treated? 

1 have been twice driven from my home, 
tnd hunted like some savage or wild beast 
tor no other reason than because I had, in 
the pulpit, preached loyalty ae a virtue and 
treason as a crime. This is true of several 
other ministers. Only last week old men 
and young men, as well as middle aged, 
farmers, mechanics, lawyers, doctors and 
ministers of the gospel, were seeking refuge 
from these demons. Some escaped and some 
did not I am yet out of their hands, butain 
in danger every minute, and have not been 
it home in near three weeks. There are 
-cores of others who have not been at home 
in near two months. There are numbers o 
our citizens now who cannot cultivate tlieii 
fields next year. Their horses are all taken 
from them. « 

This general view of our condition I wish 
you to make known to tbe legislature, and 
through that to the properauthority. If we 
•ire to be ruined and destroyed worse than 
•ve are, and no efforts made to protect ua, we 
•vant to know it. 

I now propose a few suggestions, which 1 
hope will he duly considered. You can have 
hem considered through the action of the 
egialature: 1st. The arms of Union men 

have been forcibly taken from them, conse 
quently can’t help thetnseives. They can only 
pet to the army by atcalth, like negroes come 
from the Southern States, while every road 
s watched day and night by rebels. 2nd. 
Qnr military leaders are men comparatively 
ignorant of our condition, and, in the main, 
moxf careleBs than ignorant. There are 
-•ome honorable exceptions, but they are few 
There :j too much rivalry and selfish etiquette 
among them Any man of energy and deter 
miration, regardless of al! other considers 
ions, with 10.000 or 15,000 troops, wouid 
have done more for the State up to this time, 
than will be done in the next twelve months 
with all the forces now in, or likely to be in 
ihe State, under the present system. 3d 
Let tiiere be commissioned some officers to 
act the part of Marion in the old revolution. 
Let them be subject to the lares, but independent 
of the old military establishments, either State or 
Federal, in their movements. Give me a brig 
adeof 3,000 men subject only to my orders, 
and I will break up Hopkinsville and all 
other forces from the Tennessee river to 
Bowlinggreen, except the latter place alone 
and Columbus, leaving them to the regular 
operations of the present army. And while 
I would do this, I wou'd mat rially weaken 
those two points by cuttingofftheirsupplies 
4th. By this course the war can apeedily be 
transferred from Kentucky to a more south- 
ern latitude, and give our loyal people a lit- 



famiiy. If I am taken by these scoundre , 

I will look for the extremest punisbroe: I 

If so, my poor family ! helpless and depen - ; 
cut, beggard and .orphaned, what shall th< y | 
do? They will not be alone, hut their mis-j 
eries will not be lessened by the numbers en- 
during them.

The Rebel Doctrine of the Right of 
Search. — In the instructions which Mr. 
Toombs, as Confederate Secretary of State, 
gave to privateers, we find the following pas- 
sage: “Neutral vessels carrying the ene- 
mies’ dispatches or military persons in the 
service of the enemy, forfeit their neutral 
character, and are liable to capture and con- 
demnation." If this general rule had been 
applied to the Trent she would have been ly- 
ing in one of the United States harbors a 
prize. 

It seems to be well understood that the in- 
ternational question involved in the seizure 
of Mason and Slidell is pretty well settled, 
so far as file popular sentiment in this coun- 
try is concerned. The press and the people 
have, with great unanimity, decided that 
the seizure wrs justifiable and ought to be 
maintained. Indications at Washington 
would seem to shew that the government 
takes the same view of the matter, and that 
it has resolved, not only to retain the prison- 
ers, but to avow the act of Capt Wilkes. 
It only remains, therefore, to see what ac- 
tion the British Government will take.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Wbxsea*. The following resolutions, vir: 
have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto to 
the contrary notwithstanding, and are therefore 
the law of the land, I do hereby issue this my 
proclamation, enjoining ali officers and citi- 
:cns of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to oxecuto tho purposes contemplated 
by eaid resolutions: and I hereby require all citi- 
tons of Kentucky subject to military duty to obey 
ibe cu/ll which the said Gen. Crittenden may 
make upon them in acoordinoe with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

Whebexs, Kentucky has been invaded by tbe 
forces of tbe so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the Stale 
have insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
whioh they will withdraw, thus insulting the dig- 
nity of the State by demanding torina to which 
Kentucky cannot listen without dishonor; there- 
fore, 

1. fJe it reso/eed h r the General Ae.eir.bly of the 
tlommonweuUh of Kentucky, That tbe invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch aa there are now in 
Kentucky Federal troops assembled for the pur- 
pose of preserving the tranquility of the Stale, 

■ nd of defending and protecting the people of 
Kentucky in the peaceful enjoyment of their lives 
and property, it i.-— • 

2 further retained, That General Robert An- 
Jerson, a native ICcntuckhn, who has been ap- 
pointed to tbe command of the Department of 
Cumberland, bo requested to take instant com- 
mand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for the purpose of repelling the invaders 
from our soli. 

3. Keeoloed, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel th. 
invaders from the suit of Kentucky, no cititen 
ahal! be molested on aocount of bis politlo.1 opin- 
ions; that no chitons' property shall betaken or 
confiscated becrumof suoh opinions, nor shall any 
slave be set free by any military oommneder, and 
that all peaceable oitisens and their families are 
entitled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in tho enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. lleealved, That Ilis Excellency, the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be requested 
to give all the aid in his power to accomplish tbe 
end dosirod by these resolutions, and that be call 
out so much of the military force of the State un- 
ler hla command, as may be necessary therefor, 
and that he place tbe same under the command of 
Gen. Thomas L. Crittedden. 

5. Keeoloed, That the patriotism’of every Keo- 
tuokian is invoked, and it confidently relied up- 
on to give active aid in the defense of the Com- 
monwealth.

IM/'lIEUEAS. certain arms belonging to tbe 
| V Slate of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to tbe Home Guards, iu oountiesof tbe First 
■ nd Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
be Military Board, were lately aioiad by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their place of de- 
posit In M»y field; and It being reported tome 
that a portion of said arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and tbe authority of tbe Military Board; and 
said Military Board having passed the following 
order 

Militsbt BoaBO, Frankfort August I, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley— 

Keiolvtxf, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to take such steps ac he may think 
best caloulated for the recovery of tbe public aims 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and oarrted to Fal- 
tun oounty.

Now, therefore, I, EEP.IAil MAG'JFPIN, Gov. 
ernor of tbe Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
now irsue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery cititen or other person within the jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arme 
or munitione thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the tame to th. 
Judge of the Country Court of thecounty in which 
he resides, to be returned by .aid Judge to tb. 
State Arsenal at Frankiort; and I make ibis ap- 
peal to tbe loyalty of such citizens in good faith, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
-ignal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thoritiee of the State; at the same time warning 
all oonoerned that if this order b« not promptly 
obeyed, m 7 duty will require tbe most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disoU>dient 
offenders.
